On ?'ay 12, we paid our last tribute to the Seniors of »37 by featuring a Junior- 
Senior Trip to Gettysbur?, Pennsylvania, «here a delightful day was spent in driving 
över the battle grounds. 

Virginia Estes and Robert Beahm had the honor of participating in the Class 
Right Program of the Seniors of »37. This climaxed our Junior year. 

’.Ve began our Senior year with twenty-one prospective graduates; however, there 
were only nine of the original Freshman Class of »34. ne“of the first events of the 
Senior year was the purshasing of the class rings vthich we had or: ered in our Junior 
year. At the close of the first semester, we were grieved at the loss of one of our 
members, Dorothy Landes, who felt. she could not make the fourth tc ve on her sea of 
hope s. 

To help the sohool finanoes, the aeniors entered upon a mavazine campaign. i/e 
sucoeeded in selling enough to buy lockers for the athletic equipment of the basket- 
ball squads. in th-S campaign Leo Gaımıan proved his salesmanship ability by securing 
more subscriptions then anyone else. 

The community enjoyed the Senior Play entitled "Dotty and Daffy", which was given 
in the sohool auditorium on April 14. Twelve Seniors displayed their dramatic ablli- 
ty as actors. 

The Baccalaureate Sermon, which was delivered b- Kov. Lake, the pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, /.'arrenton, Virginia, deeply impressed the eniors and the others 
who al tended. Our graduation exercises on June first, with an appropriate address 
i»! ir* Louis Fisher, Chief of Civil Service Commission, brought us över the last wave 
of our sea of hopes. These Services ooncluded the class history of the seniors in 
R rentsville District High Sohool.
